To RuthK, Stanford, Constable of the Town of Lovell, in 
the County of Oxford and State of Maine, 


GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby re-

School Lunch - 


This year we have received more surplus food than in 
the past, but the cost of labor has increased, At present 
itis rather difficult to tell how we are going to operate fi- 
_nancially, 

We are having better student participation at present 
than we have had at any time previously, With 104 en- 
rolled and with several subprimary children going home, 
and with sickness, to have about 90 for lunch each day is 
excellent, 


Most families are conscientious about paying regularly 
and that is essential to a well organized program, 


I am pleased with our equipment and space, We can 
not €xpect an “Astor” arrangement, Wedo need, however, 
additionalrefrigeration space for the milk, and the stove 
should have been a commercial range in the first place, 
If funds become available I would recommend conversion 
to gas, With electric bills over $50 a month you can under- 
stand what I mean, 

I wish to conclude this report with several quotes from 
a message given by Dr, Lloyd Elliott, President of the U- 
niversity of Maine, toaP,T.A, Convention, These quotes 
convey messages that I would like to give you personally 
and Iam sure he has worded them much better than I could, 

" As delegates to this Convention of the Maine Congress 
of Parents and Teachers, I hope you will return to your 
respective local groups and 

Tell America's parents their children will not achieve 
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academically unless they themselves value in the daily 
life of their own homes such things as good books, high 
quality music and art, a curiosity for scientific knowledge , 
an interest in the history and literature of the world, and 
high esteem for the world's greatest thinkers, 


Tell them thatchildren cannot be expected to do their 
algebra while other members of the family watch the fights, 
attend the movies, or play bridge. 


Tell the parents that their childrenregard school in the 
same way that the parents do, ranging from genuingre- 
spect and enthusiasm to outright animosity, 


Tell the parents that school is not a mere convenience 
to society but is the most.important instrument in all so- 
ciety for the intellectual development of their children, 


Tell the parents, too, that time, energy and money in-

To see what action the town wishes to take regarding 
the transportation of secondary pupils to Route 5, ~ 


A town policy must be established for this problem, 

The Fryeburg Academy bus travels from Stoneham 
through Lovell on a schedule already at the limits, in both 
mileage and time, of what is prescribed for students, For 
this reason our bus must be restricted to travel on route 5, 
This is the Academy'srecommendation, It is wise to point 
out that for many years this bus has operated at a severe | 
loss to the Academy merely to accommodate these towns, 
If we fail to cooperate with the Academy we face the pos~ 
sibility of losing the bus altogether and having to set up 
our own bus line to Fryeburg at great expense, It is up to 
the townspeople in considering article 20 to decide if they 
want to provide transportation toroute 5 for students living 
a great distance away, The Academy cannot continue its 
West Lovell feeder line after this year, Perhaps a maxi- 
mum distance should be set at two miles beyond which the 
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town would assume some responsibility for transportation, 
The School Board feels that because of all considerations 
the route must be limited to route 5 with no other town 
responsibilities, If the article is passed over the School 
Board will follow its own recommendation, Whatever de- 
cision is reached by the town should establish a policy for 
years to come,

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Report Of Public Health Nurse 


Lovell - 1959 


At the year'sendit is again appropriate to give you an 
account of public health nursing services in your commun- 
ity for the year 1959, 


The primary purpose of public health nursing is to pro- 
vide nursing service to people athome, at school, at work, 
in clinics and health centers, so that individuals, fami- 
lies and the community as a whole will be helped to a- 
chieve and maintain optimum health, Public health nurs- 
ingis one of the basic health servives that contribute to a 
healthy and happy way of life, 

The very important work of the Division of Public Health 
Nursing of the Maine Department of Health and Welfare is 
to provide public health nursing service to people in the 
rural areas and small towns of our state, These services 
include: 


Health teaching of individuals and families in their 
homes for the prevention of illness, promotion of health 
and correction of defects, 


Teaching nursing care of the sick and rehabilitation of 
the handicapped in their own homes, with medical di- 
rection from the patient's physician, 

Prevention and control of communicable diseases 
through immunization programs, detection and follow-up 
of tuberculosis and venereal diseases, and health education, 


Maternal and child care, including school health ser- 
vices and child health conferences, 


Follow-up home visiting to individuals under care of 
the various state clinics and services - - crippled children, 
pediatric, mentalretardation, cleft palate, adolescent, 
cardiac, tuberculosis - - tohelp patients and families carry 
out the doctor‘s instructions for treatment, 

Working closely with physicians, hospitals, and other 
health and social agencies in behalf of patients and fam-.. 
ilies, 
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Working closely with townspeople, individually and 

in groups, so that the people themselves will take respon- 
sibility for developing health programs to meet their u- 
‘nique local health needs, 
Health is a priceless possession, defined by the World 
Health Organization as "a state of complete physical, 
mental, and social well-being and not merely the absence 
of disease or disability", Itis wisely said: that public health 
is people, who are so concerned with good health for them- 
selves, their neighbors, and their community that they 
work for this priceless possession, This wise saying guides 
us well, for nowhere in our state do we have the number 
of public health nurses we need to give all the serviceswe 
would like to give, Itfollows, then, that a successful pub- 
lichealth nursing program does, and indeed should, de- 
pend largely upon the interest, support, and volunteer 
work of the local people, individually and through organ- 
ized group effort, The public health nurse gives directly 
those services that require her special professional nursing 
skills and gives leadership and counsel to the townspeople 
in developing, cooperatively, the health programs most 
suitable for their own community, 

Your public health nurse submits the following summary 
of public health nursing in your community for the year 
1959: ,

For those children who were absent at the time of the 
clinics, special arrangements were made for them to com= 
plete their series of immunizations, Two doctors from Fry- 
eburg were assisted by Superintendent of Schools, the pub- 
lic health nurse and members of the P, T.A. 

School physical examinations were given December 17, 
1959 for grades one, four and seven, This year the exam- 
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ination included a urine test for sugar, There were 30 stu- 
dents from Lovell and 10 from North Lovell school in at- 
tendance, . 

Individual hearing tests with the audiometer have been 
given to 18 students at North Lovell and 26 at Lovell in 
December, Testing will continue in January, 


Conferences have been held with all teachers regarding 
the school health program, Home visits have been made 
to discuss with parents the health problems of their children 
and to offer suggestions and clinic help when indicated,

Plans are being made by the Child Health Conference

pre-school children to give assistance according to the ap- —

LOVELL SUMMER RECREATIONAL PROGRAM 


An eight week summer recreational program was start- 
ed this summer (1959) in the Town of Lovell, The recrea- © 
tion program consisted of two parts - a morning swimming ~ 
program and an afternoon playground program, :

The swimming program was a success in the 
factthat out of a total of forty non-swimmers who first en- _ 
rolled in the program, only five could not swim a stroke © 
at the end of the summer program, 


The enrollment for both morming and afternoon pro- 
grams was seventy-eight, The majority of the children 
were between the ages of six and ten, 


“The playground program which was held in the after- 
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noon from one o'clock until three-thirty o'clock was held 
behind the Lovell Grammar School, Activities were soft- 
ball, badminton, horseshoes, and drawing and coloring 
contests, Group games were alsoheld every afternoon, The 
playground activities ended with a bicycle parade, The 
average attendance on the playground varied from twenty 
to twenty-seven children, 


Improvements to the program should be in the direction 
of changing the swimming program to the afternoon and the 
playground program to the morning, Also transportation 
should be devised for children living in Center and North 
Lovell so that they might attend the playground program 
more frequently, 
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
